Imperial couriers have been sent 
into the far reaches of Ethiopia 
bearing a sealed command from 
Emperor Haile Selassie to all his 
chieftains to persist in their cam- 
paign of guerrilla warfare against 
the Italians.

Makes Appeal for Non-Partisan Support —

BIG DEMOCRATIC. 
CONVENTION GOES 
TO PHILADELPHIA 


Conclave, to Meet on June 
23, Won in Bidding With

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Phila- 
delphia won the Democratic con- 
vention this afternoon when the 
National Committee reconvened to 
make a choice. 

Chicago offered $150,000 for the 
convention, San Francisco $201,000 
and a hall, and Philadelphia $200,- 
000. There were informal offers of 
$15,000 more each for the latter 
two.

vention in Cleveland. 

The committeemen resumed the 
day’s business after a buffet lunch- 
eon at the White House. Gov. Eu- 
gene Talmadge of Georgia, a critic 
of Roosevelt, did not attend. 

Garner Vice-Chairman. 

Vice-President Garner end a half 
lozen Senators were among commit- 
teemen present. Garner was ap- 
pointed vice-chairman of the Na- 
tional Committee by Chairman Fai- 
ley. He is national committeemaa 
from Texas.

The Hague resolution asserted 
that the coming campaign would 
be waged between “a small and 
powerful minority representing 
greed and privilege” on the one 
hand and the mass of the people on 
the other. It affirmed “unanimous 
and unfaltering loyalty” to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, but Talmadge’s vote 
canceled the effect of the word 
“unanimous.” 

“Inherited” Party Deficit. 

The committee approved an ap- 
portionment of the 1100 votes for 
the national convention on the ba- 
sis of the 1930 apportionment of the 
votes of the House of Representa- 
tives. 

Secretary Morgan predicted the 
Jackson day dinners last night 
would make a “very substantial 
dent” in the party’s $400,000 deficit. 
He drew a laugh by remarking that 
this deficit was “an inheritance 
from a previous regime,” mean- 
ing the 1928 Al ‘Smith campaign.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Compar- 


ing conditions today with those of 
the time of Andrew Jackson, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt in a purely politi- 
cal speech broadcast throughaqut 
the country last night, bid for re- 
election with an attack on “auto- 
cratic and oligarchic aggression,” 
and declared that the basic issue of 
the 1936 presidential campaign 
would be “the retention of popular 
government.” 


He expressed no judgment of the 
Supreme Court's decision knocking 
out the AAA and gave no hint of 
how it would influence his course 
henceforth. 

He spoke at the $50-a-plate Jack- 
son day dinner at the Mayflower 
Hotel to an immediate audience of 
1700 Democrats who jammed the 
main ballroom. His remarks were 
carried by radio to a thousand or 
more similar dinners of less cost, 
wherever the Democratic party or- 
ganization could arrange them. The 
profit from the dinners went to 
liquidation of the $400,000 party de- 
ficit left from the 1932 campaign. 

The political aspect of the May- 
flower dinner was evident from the 
seating arrangement. The master 
of ceremonies was Postmaster-Gen- 
eral-Democratic National Chairman 
James A.. Farley, who sat on the 
President’s right. On his left was 
J. Bruce Kremer, former Demo- 
cratic National Committeeman from 
Montana, now a Washington law- 
yer. Members of the Cabinet, Sen- 
ators and Representatives then were 
seated in the order of rank and 
seniotity. 

Remarks on AAA Decision. 

The President spoke to an en- 
thusiastic audience. The greatest 
applause greeted his general re- 
marks on the AAA decision. 

“I know that you will not be sur- 
prised,” the Presideat said, “by 
lack of comment on my part on the 
recent decision of the Supreme 
es cannot and will not ren- 
der f-hand. jud without 
studying with Re ata ‘two of 
the most momentous opinions—the 
majority and the minority—ever 
rendered in any case before the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 
The ultimate results of the lan- 
guage of these opinions will pro- 
foundly affect the lives of Amer- 
icans for years to come. It is 
enough to say that the attainment 
of justice and the continuance of 
prosperity for American agricul- 
ture remains an immediate and 
constant objective of my adminis- 
tration.” This was a slight addition 
to his prepared address. 


“Outworn Traditionalism.” 


The audience apparently thought 
the President was speaking about 
the Supreme Court earlier in his 
speech when he said that President 
Andréw Jackson was not dismayed 
when “hollow and outworn tradi- 
tionalism-shook a trembling finger 
at him.” The audience whooped 


{and applauded at this remark. 


It will be recalled that President 
Jackson defied the Supreme Court 
slightly more than a century ago 
when the Court held against him 
in the Cherokee Indian case. He 
is reported to have commented, 
“Well, John Marshall has made his 
decision, now let him enforce it.” 
Marshail then was Chief Justice of 
the United States.

dent called for a fearless fight 
against economic aggression.

Financier Denied He Had 
‘Ace Up Sleeve’ in Land- 
ing British and French 
Agencies.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Keen ri- 


valry among New York bankers for 
French war business was described 
in documents presented today »he- 
fore the Senate Munitions Commit- 
tee. J. P. Morgan & Co. was the 
winner, but Morgan denied that he 
had an “ace up his sleeve,” as a ‘is- 
gruntled competitur averred. 


Morgan & Co. surmounted obsta- 
cles in corralling the business. 
Parmely Herrick, son of the Amer- 
ican Ambassador to France, was 
interested in one firm that was 
fighting for the French business, 
and he wrote to one of the heads of 
the firm that “father would glad!,; 
help in this matter, on account of 
my interest in your company.” But 
Morgan’s got the job. They got it 
notwithstanding their aversion to 
appearing in the light of “drum- 
mers,” as the correspondence dis- 
closed. At one time it was sug- 
gested that “Jack,” himself—‘“Jack” 
being Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan—g> 
ta London in an effort to get the 
business, but this unprecedente] 
plan was abandoned. H. P. Dav:- 
son, one of the partners, did the 
“drumming” for the firm. 

Subsequently, in their capacity as 
purchasing agent for Great Britain 
and France>’Morgan’s placed War 
orders for $3,000,000,000 worth of 
goods in the United States, and -e- 
ceived commissions aggregating 
$30,000,000. 

Borrowed From U. S. to Pay Bank. 

A chart introduced at todays 
hearing showed that the indebtea- 
ness of the allied governments to 
American bankers began to decline 
immediately after the United States 
entered the war. The allies bor- 
rowed money from the .American 
Government, and used part of it to 
pay what they owed to the Ame-- 
ican bankers. They still owe the 
American Government, and have no 
intention of paying. 

Replying to a question by Sena- 
tor Barbour, one of the Morgan 
partners said that immediately aft- 
er the United States entered the 
war, $194,000,000 owed to Morgan’s 
by the British Government was re- 
paid from the United States Treas- 
ury. 

Morgan and his partners, Thomas 
W. Lamont and George Whitney, 
continued to argue, however, that 
the loans and credits made to the 
Allies had no effect in drawing 
us into the war, and that. the 
bankers never wanted this country 
to become involved, regardless of 
any profit they might make out of 
it.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal, Jan, 9.— 
John Gilbert, 38 years old, noted 
movie actor, died today at his home 
here from a heart attack. 

The actor had been ill for a day, 
and was under care of a nurse. 
Early today she telephoned his phy- 


sician, Dr. Leo Madsen, who sent 
a call for a fire department inha- 
lator squad. The actor was uncon- 
scious when they arrived. 

At 7:44 Capt. Alex Peterson said 
the inhalator began -pumping air 
into Gilbert’s lungs. Dr. Madsen 
administered adrenalin and other 
restoratives. They stopped work, 
unable to revive him, at 9:05 a. m. 

Had Been Living Alone. 

Except for the firemen and mec- 
ical attendants, Gilbert was alon> 
when he died. Since his divorce, in 
1934, from Virginia Bruce, he had 
been living alone in a,large house 
in the Bel-Air district, between Hol- 
lywood and the ocean. 

Miss Bruce, mother of one of his 
daughters, was prostrated when 
told of his death. 

Marlene Dietrich, for many 
months a companion of Gilbert at 
night clubs and social gatherings, 
said he had had a bad heart attack 
six weeks ago when swimming in 
the pool at his home. “But he 
laughed it off,” the actress said,

John Gilbert’s Career; Details of 
His Marriages. 

John Gilbert was born in Logan, 
Utah, July 10, 1897. His real name 
was John Pringle. His parents 
both were stage players. One of 
his first jobs in pictures was as a 
cowboy extra in a William S. Hart 
film. 

Married four times, he was di- 
vorced for the fourth time last May. 
when Virginia Bruce, formerly of 
the Follies, got a decree. They had 
been married a year and eight 
months. She won the custody of 
their nine-month-old baby, Susan 
Ann Gilbert. 

Before this he had been divorc2d 
successively from Olivia Burwell, 2 
Mississippi girl, and Leatrice Joy 
and Ina Claire, both well-known ac- 
tresses, 

Wed When Extra in 1917. 

Gilbert was an extra in March, 


|1917, when he married Miss Bur- 


well. Work was hard to get and 
money scarce, so it was not many 
months before the bride went home 
to her mother. A divorce resulted 
in 1922. 

The next spring, in March, 1923, 
Gilbert, who by this time nad won 
attention as a screen lover, married 
Miss Joy. To them a daughter was 
born, and then came a divorce in 
August, 1924. 

In May, 1929, Miss Claire became 
his third bride. Final divorce pa- 
pers in this romance were recorded 
in August, 1932. 

It was the same month that Vir- 
ginia Helen Briggs, who went to the 
screen from the Follies under the 
name of Virginia Bruce, 


Ann was born the following year, 
and it was not long after that event 
that a trial separation was _  an- 
nounced, and on May 2, 1934, the 
fourth Mrs. Gilbert filed her suit 
for divorce. 

In her suit, Miss Bruce said Gil- 
bert was an “arrogant, violent and 
abusive” husband, She charged that 
he belittled her intelligence, insist- 
ed that she stay at home, used pro- 
fane language, called her extrava- 
gant, and would not have her par- 
ents around. 

Lost Favor in Sound Movies. 

Gilbert’s career was Hollywood's 
classic example of th.  fickleness 
of fortune and public favor, as well 
as the No. 1 case of ruin caused 
among the acting talent of the 
screen when talking pictures came 
in. 

Before the advent of sound, Gil- 
bert was at the peak of his career 
as the screen’s great lover. It was 
he, after the death of Rudolph Val- 
entino in 1926, who was the idol 
of the feminine patronage of movie 
houses. But he didn’t have the 
voice to go with the rest of the Don 
Juan and he never came back,

Witnesses Say Craft Fell in 
Tailspin and Was 
Wrecked at Edge of Pas- 
adena Hills Near Natural 
Bridge Road. 


The pilot and two passengers 
were killed in the erash of an air- 
plane at 11:55 a. m. today in a 
small field half a mile north of 
Natural Bridge road and 300 feet 
east of Lucas and Hunt road, on the

vision in St. Louis County.

Accounts of eyewitnesses indicat- 
ed that while the plane was flying 
at an altitude of about 1500 feet 
the fabric was torn from one wing, 
causing the plane to fall out of con- 
trol in a tailspin. 

The craft was a four-place Cessna 
monoplane, manufactured in 1928 
and long since outmoded for com- 
mercial use. Beauvais was a li- 
censed private pilot, and according 
to records at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field had flown about 15 hours in 
the past year. 

Beauvais, with his wife and Schott, 
left Lambert-St. Louis Field for a 
flight earlier in the morning, and, 
after a stop at Curtiss Airport on 
the East Side, took off again for 
the return flight to the municipal 
field in St. Louis County. They 
didn’t wear parachutes.

The passengers were dead when 
rescuers got to the scene, within a 
minute after the crash. Later a 
piece of fabric from one of the 
wings was found in a field about 
half a mile east of the scene of the 
crash. 

Among those who witnessed the 
accident were Oscar Foelsch, 6571 
St. Louis avenue; Vic Sowins, a la- 
borer, 5372 Natural Bridge avenue, 
who was working in a yard in Pasa- 
dena Hills, and William Schultz, 
who resides just north of the field 
where the crash occurred. They 
told of seeing something fall from 
the plane just before it went into 
the spin, apparently referring to 
the piece of fabric which was found 
later. 

Official Inquiry Made. 

Inspectors Al Koch and Guy 
Faulkner of the Department of 
Commerce, who were at Lambert- 
St. Louis Field when they heard of 
the crash, went to the scene and 
conducted an official inquiry, but 
declined to discuss the accident for 
publication. Their report will be 
forwarded to Washington.

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HOUSE DEBATES 
BONUS WITH VOTE 
DUE TOMORROW 


With Advocates United, 
Passage by Big Majority 
Is Expected—Way to 
Pay to Be Decided Later 


IDEAS OFFERED BY 
PATMAN, THOMAS 


Several Proposals Call for 


Issuance of New Curren- 
cy—Senate Leaders in 
Conference. 


By the Associated Press. : 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9—A new 
cash payment bonus bill came be 
fore the House today with its sup- 
porters predicting passage tomor- 


row by a huge majority vote. 

A smooth legislative path appar- 
ently lay ahead. Once-hostiie 
House factions were in agreement 
behind the measure. It had the unit- 
ed support of the American Legion, 
Veterans of Foreign Wars and Dis- 
abled American Veterans. 

While bonus advocates said they 
expected a flurry of amendments, 
th-> forecast passage with all es- 
sential details left unaltered. 

The bill would declare the veter 
ans’ adjusted service certificates tc 
be “immediately payable.” To those 
desiring not to cash them now, how- 
ever, it would offer 3 per cent inter- 
est on them until Jan. 1, 1945. 

Five hours of general debate be 
gan when Chairman O’Connor 
(Dem). New York, of the Rules 
Committee called up the resolution 
giving the bonus a right of way. 


Rule Adopted 148 to 0. 


Evidencing the overwhelming 
sentiment for passage was adop- 
tion, by a 148 to 0 standing vote, 
of the parliamentary rule for its 
consideration. This technical pro- 
cedure merely ushered in four hours 
more of debate. 

Representative Patman (Dem.), 
Texas, one of the co-sponsors of the 
legislation and leader of a group 
which for years has sought bonus 
payment through currency expan- 
sion, told the House, “We are all 
working together.” 

He explained that since the bill 
stipulated no method of payment, 
amendments seeking to insert spe- 
cific methods would not be in order. 

“We aren't going to try to add 
our method of payment to this bill,” 
Patman said. “But after this bill be- 
comes daw, I expect to press the 
method of payment I have been 
advocating for many years.” 

“I presume,” the Texan continued, 
“the issue will be before this Con- 
gress not so very long from now, 

_and it can decide whether to issue 
bonds, use the idle gold in the Trea- 
sury, or resort to new taxes.” 

Representative Fish (Rep.), New 
York, joined Representative Fen- 
erty (Rep.), Pennsylvania, in urging 
recall of the “secret” two billion 
dollar stabilization fund to pay the 
bonus. | 

Conference of Senators. 

As House debate began, a Senate 
conference on the question in the 
office of Democratic Leader Robia- 
son also got under way. The pur- 
pose was not disclosed. It was at- 
tended by Robinson, Senator Har. 
rison, chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, that handles bonus legis'a- 
tion; Byrnes (Dem.), South Caro- 
lina, co-author with Senator Stei- 
wer (Rep.), Oregon, of a less liberal 
bonus bill than that in the House, 
and veteran organization leaders. 

There were some prospects of a 
controversy on the floor over a de- 
cision of the Ways and Means Com- 
‘mittee to eliminate from the bill a 
provision for refunding interest al- 
ready paid on loans. 

Provision Called Unfair. 

Two members of the Rules Com- 
mittee, which yesterday granted a 
rule under which the legislation will 
be considered, argued that the com- 
mittee’s action was unfair. Repre- 

sentatives Cox (Dem.), Georgia, and

lenged it on grounds that it penal-

screen while his huge pay checks 
kept coming in.

Directed “Terrible” Films. 


The period from 1922 to 1929 was 
his heyday. Before 1922, he had 
appeared on the stage and had been 
an extra player in films. He had 
even advanced to a director’s posi- 
tion, and made what he admitted to 
be some “terrible” films. 

As an actor, competently directed 
by others, he kept advancing. In 
1925, he took the lead in “The Big } 
Parade,” first of the big war pic- 
tures, and was at the top of the 
heap overnight. There followed his 
phenomenal career as Greta Gar- 
bo’s leading man, in “Flesh and the 
Devil,” “Love” from “Anna Ka- 
renina” and “A Woman of Affairs” 
from “The Green Hat.” . 

Hollywood gossiped about the ro- 
mance of Gilbert and Garbo, which 
seems to have been more basis in 
fact than any of the other momen- 
tary attachments of the Swedish 
star. As late as 1933, at Garbo’s 
insistence, according to well-au- 
thenticated stories, Gilbert was 
chosen as her leading man _ in 
“Queen Christina.” His newly-culti- 
vated voice was adequate but his 
one-time admirers had found other 
screen heroes. Even the gesture of 
Garbo went for naught.

A few days after the re-election

Point- 
ing out that the industrial East, 
which was profiting from the war, 
had voted for Hughes against Wil- 
son, he said: 


jthe respective Wilson and Hughes 
pluralities, is it not evident that the 
Hughes corner in the Northeast 
represented the ‘war-business and 
prosperity-first’ corner, the element 
that did not blush to clamor for a 
high tariff, even after we had 
hogged it all and had become 
stronger than all the rest of the 
world? And does not the vote in 
the West and South indicate that a 
majority of the nation considers 
this European fight as none of our 
affair and does neither want us to 
be drawn into it nor see continued 
this ungodly war prosperity‘ 

“Is not Europe now ready enough 
for peace so that we may say to 
our country: ‘We shall ask the bel- 
ligerents to state their peace terms 
and shall do our best to bring them 
together, If Germany is reasonable 
then you, bankers and investors of 
the United States, may find that 
you want to go on financing En- 
gland, but if the latter should prove 
herself unreasonable, then you may 
find that you will not feel justified 
in furnishing her the means where- 
with to prolong the war.’” 

“If the administration will make 
its views known, officially or un- 
officially, bankers will have to heed 
the warning. Against Washington’s 
even unofficial advice these large 
transactions cannot be carried 
through successfully.” 

Profits and War. 

Lamont said the thought that 
“any civilized man” would wish to 
prolong the war in order to make 
profits, was “shocking,” and that 
he personally didn’t believe any 
American felt that way. 

Lamont said he thought that 
Americans might profit from trade 
with warring nations without nec- 
essarily affecting American neu- 
trality.

Apologizes to Newspaper Men. 

Morgan’s experiences in two re- 
cent Senate investigations have giv- 
en him a higher opinion of news- 
paper men, he divulged today. A 
cablegram sent by him to his Lon- 
don partner in June, 1916, was read 
by Senator Clark. It said: 

“Whether caused by German 
propaganda, or simply by usual 
idiocy of newspaper men, has been 
considerable discussion in last few 
weeks in newspaper of how impos- 
sible it is for belligerent countries 
in Europe to pay for the amounts 
they are taking from United States. 
Amounts purchased are exaggerated 
and resources for payment minim- 
ized, and there has been feeling of 
considerable apprehension during 
past few weeks.

Confer ifi St. Louis to Fix Dates 
For Congressional District 
Meeetings in City. 


Republican leaders of Missouri 
met at Hotel Jefferson today to dis- 
cuss plans for this year’s national 
and state campaigns and fix the 
datés for three Congressional dis- 
trict meetings to be held here the 
latter part of this month as part of 


a preliminary campaign. 
The Congressional district meet- 


ings, all to be held at night, were, 


set as follows: Thirteenth District, 
Jan. 29, North St. Louis Turner 
Hall, Twentieth and Salisbury 
streets; Twelfth District (including 
St, Louls County), Jan. 30, Tower 
Grove Turner Hall, Grand - boule- 
vard and Juniata street; Bleventh 
District, Jan: 31, National Guard 
Armory, Grand boulevard and Mar- 
ket street. 

The meetings will be public and 
will be attended by members of the 
State Committee, District Commit- 
teé and City Committee in the re- 
spéctive district.

Curtis and the three officers of 
the State Cottimittee are to confer 
late today on the time and place 
of the Republican State convén- 
tion to elect délégates-at-large and 
ratify the selection of congression- 
al district delegates to the nation- 
al convention at Clevéland and 
name a ticket of presidential elec- 
tors. Curtis indicated the State 
convention might be held Feb. 13, 
the day after the annual Lincoln 
day banquet sponsored by the 
Young Republican Club of Mis- 
souri. 

The time and place of the party’s 
quadrennial platform convention 
may also be discussed, Curtis said. 
These conventions aré usually held 
in September at Jefferson City. 

Curtis ahd Dalton, both optimis- 
tic over their party’s chances for 
success in this year’s national «nd 
State elections, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter they thought President 
Roosevelt's speech to Congress last 
Friday has hurt rather than helped 
his.cause in Missouri.

VICKERS ADMITS 
AGREEMENT WITH 
U. 5. ARMS FIRM 


Witness Says at London In- 
quiry That It Was Nec- 
essary and That Admiral- 
ty Knew of It. 


DENIES SECRETS 
WERE DISCLOSED 


Tells of Paying Royalties to 
American Concern on 
Submarines Built for 
Great Britain. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Jan. 9.—Commander 
Sir Charles Craven, managing di- 
rector of Vickers-Armstrong, Ltd., 
told the British arms investigators 
today there was nothing in the cor- 
respondence or agreement between 
his company and the Electri. Boat 
Ce. of America and its predecessor, 
the Holland Boat Co., “which would 
not bear the closest investigation.” 

Special importance has been at- 
tached in América to a letter, dis- 
Glosed by the United States Senate 
Minitions Committee, whiéh al- 
legedly Was written by Craven to 
the Electric Boat Co. It said: “My 
friend at the admiralty will help 
us.” 

Craven said today that fhe Vick- 
efs agreement with the Holland 
Boat Co, and later with the Elec- 
trie Boat Co. at New London, Conn., 
began in 1900. Later Vickers built 
several submarines for the British 
Government, paying a 3 per cent 
royalty to the American company. 

He explained: “At that time the 
American submarine undoubtedly 
was the best in th#world, as it was 
in 1914, when the British Govern- 
ment bought a number of these 
submarines which were built in 
America.” 

“Admiralty Fully Aware.” 

Craven said the admiralty was 
“fully aware” of the agreement be- 
tween Vickers and the Ameérican 
company, which he describéd as 
“necessary in the interests of both 
companies.” 

He said there was the “closest 
possible co-operation between the 
two companies, but in no case was 
any secret information divulged by 
Vickets or the American company.” 

“During the inquiry in Washing- 
ton,” Craven continued, “Henry R. 
Carse, president of the Electric 
Boat Co. is reported to have 
stated he believed the British 
Government had no knowledge of 
this agreement. “This evidence is 
not correct.” 

Craven thefi called attention to 
two paragraphs of a letter from the 
admiralty to the Vickers company 
to prove his point, 

Yesterday’s Proceedings. 

A charge that foreign agents of 
the Vickers afmament interests 
tried to promote war by urging 
countries to buy munitions was 
thade yesterday before the Royal 
Commission. 

Dame Rachel Crowdy, British so- 
cial worker who is a member of 
the commission, made the accusa- 
tion after Craven denied his agents 
had tried to boost foreign sales. 

Dame Crowdy read .. letter signed 
by Craven which said: “1 am trying 
to ginger up the Chileans to buy 
three more boats.” 

Sir Thomas Allen, a member of 
the commission, quoted Sir John 
Simon, former British Foreign Sec- 
retary, now Home Secretary, as 
saying the diplomati. service had 
assisted British armament firms in 
obtaining orders from abroad. 

He asked Craven if he was still 
getting diplomatic aid. 

Craven replied: “If we are not 
getting fair treatment we should, 
of course, make representations to 
the Foreign Office. I would not 
say that assistance has never been 
sought, but it would be rare.” 

“Sanoctity of Life.” 

Sir Herbert Lawrence, chairman 
of both Vickers, Ltd., and Vickers- 
Armstrong, Ltd., said prejudice to- 
ward private manufacture of arms 
was an ‘expression of an honorable, 
but perhaps mistaken ideal respect- 
ing the sanctity of life and the in- 
iquity of war.” 

“The sanctity of human life is a 
thing which appeals to every 
human being, but which has some- 
times been exaggerated to the dis- 
advantage of other facets of public 
life,” he asserted. 

The iniquity of war also, he in- 
sisted, could be exaggerated. 

The conduct of British munitions 
makers was extolled in an editorial 
by the Morning Post which said. 
“All the melodramatic stuff has 
been reduced to proper proportions 
‘by Lawrence and Craven and their 
evidence.”

War Department Rechecking Serv- 
ice Records of 75,000 Who Were 
Enlisted Reservists.

BLENDED WHISKEY 


PROF. ARNDT SAYS 
NEW RELIEF FUND 
MUST BE VOTED 


Tragic Crisis Approaching 
in Unemployment Prob- 
lem, Eden Seminary Man 
Declares at Meeting. 


‘“‘RESPONSIBILITY 
WITH CITIZENS” 


*‘Unless People Demand 
Action by Congress,” He 
Asserts, ‘“‘Money May 
Not Be Available.” 


A tragic crisis in unemployment 
relief is rapidly approaching and 
nothing is being done to meet the 
situation, Prof. Elmer Arndt of 
Eden Seminary declared last night 
at a mass meeting at Beaumont 
High School held under auspices of 
the Permanent Council on Relief 
Needs. 

Speaking on the topic, “Directed 
Starvation,” Prof. Arndt condemned 
the present low standard of relief, 
which he said was pressing those in 
need “nearer and nearer to the 
point beyond which it is impossible, 
to live at all,” and said there was 
no assurance that even this meager 
measure of assistance could be con- 
tinued after March 15. 

“The responsibility,” he said, 
“rests with the _ citizens of St. 
Louis, who have not been concerned 
with the tragic need of their fellow 
men, and it rests squarely on those 
charged with the administration of 
relief, who have failed to get 
adequate funds and have failed to 
make the community aware that re- 
lief is inadequate.” 

The Federal Government, which 
has withdrawn from direct relief 
in favor of the WPA program, 
ought to supply the needed money, 
Prof. Arndt said. “But,” he added, 
“already we have indications that 
no suggestion will be forthcoming 
from the White House that addi- 
tional money be appropriated for 
relief. Unless the people become 
vocal and demand action by Con- 
gress, probably the money will not 
be available. That must be done, 
and it must be done quickly.” 

Meeting One of Series. 

Mrs. Jerome E. Cook, vice-presi- 
dent of the Missouri League of 
Women Voters, presided at the 
meeting, one of a series being helc 
to acquaint the public with the facts 
of the relief problem in St. Louis. 
Mrs. Cook mentioned that she had 
learned from the St. Louis Relief 
Administration that there were 
more than 1000 children in the city 
unable to attend school because 
they lacked sufficierit clothing. 

Others who spoke were Robert 
Saunders, representing the St. Louis 
Labor College and the Carpenters 
Union; Ted Graham, organizer for 
the American Workers’ Union and 
Project Workers’ Union; Mrs. M. 
Antoinette Howard, a Negro, rep 
resenting the Unemployed Citizens 
League, and Sam Katz, represent- 
ing the Welfare Guild. 

Prof. Arndt, who has been confer- 
ring recently with relief adminis. 
trators as a member of the Church 
Federation’s social service Commis- 
sion, gave his audience a brief sta 
tistical summary of the problem. 
Before the WPA, he said, there 
were 40,000 relief cases, individuals 
and family groups, on the rolls in 
St. Louis. WPA, he said, has becn 
responsible for removal of 22,000 
cases, leaving 18,000 still in need of 
direct relief. Estimates were that 
the total would increase to 20,000 
this month and to 22,000 next 
month, he added. 

The Funds Available. 

To care for them, Prof. Arndt 
said, there will be available the 
$147,000 which the city has been 
appropriating each month from 
bond issue funds, and about $300,- 
000 a month to be provided by the 
State, until March 15, when the 
State relief appropriation will be 
exhausted. There were many 
months last year when the cost of 
relief in St.. Louis was about $1,- 
000,000, with the Federal Govern- 
ment supplying most of the money. 

“The administrators of relief,” 
Prof Arndt said, “seem to think 
they know what will happeh until 
March 15. After that they profess 
to have no way of knowing wheth- 
er there will be money available or 
not. We are very nearly approach- 
ing the middle of March without 
having any plan for meeting the 
situation.” 

Returning to the immediate 
problem, of inadequate relief as 
now administered, Prof. Arndt said 
relief funds in addition, to the city’s 
$147,900 a month and the State’s 
$300,000 must be obtained. 

“How much more, no one seems 
to know,” he said. “One guess I 
have heard is that we should have 
another $100,000 a month. Perhaps 
even that would not be sufficient. 
But at least it would make possible 
more adequate relief in some di- 
rections. It is not our immediate 
task to determine how the money 
shall be raised. The thing that 
needs to be impressed on all is that 
relief is inadequate, and that it 
must be made adequate as quickly 
as possible.” 

Average Is $24.50 a Month. 
The average allowance to fami- 
lies on relief at present, Prof, Arndt 
said, is $24.50 a month. “That 
means,” he said, ‘that all of their 
money must be spent for food. It 
means that they are put into rooms 
to be left there until the landlord, 
worried about his taxes, threatens 
to evict them. Then if the relief 
client is energetic enough at the re- 
lief offices, his rent may be paid 
and eviction stayed, or he may be 


moved somewhere else, and _ the 
whole process repeated. It means 
that there is no money left for such 
things us fuel, nothing for gas, elec- 
tricity or medicine. And as for 
those matters that make life so 
meaningful, such as education and 
recreation, they must be forgotten 
entirely.” 


And the $55-a-month WPA wage, 
Prof. Arndt said, is jnsufficient to 
keep anyone with dependents in 
any degree of comfort, a fact which 
he said had been recognized in 


some communities by granting 
some WPA workers supplemental 
relief. 
“When we suggest to officials 
that this wage is inadequate,” he 
said, “they try to suggest to us 
that the difficulty is with workers 
in private industry, that they 
should try to obtain wage increases, 
because the WPA wage must be 
kept below the wage of private in- 
dustry. And so we come to a 
vicious circle. Workers in private 
industry should demand higher 
wages, but they cannot because the 
thousands working for the WPA at 
$55 a month are a millstone around 
their necks, and workers in the 
WPA should demand higher wages, 
but they cannot because their wages 
must be kept below the wages of 
private industry.” 
Threat to Invoke Wagner Act. 
Graham, the American Workers’ 
Union organizer, said there had 
been instances in St. Louis of firing 
of WPA workers because of their 
activities in behalf of the Project 
Workers’ Union. “If they bear down 
on us too Hard,” he said, “we are 
going to invoke the Wagner Labor 
Disputes Act. That ought to em- 
barrass some WPA officials and 
should be something of an oddity.” 
Katz, spokesman for the Welfare 
Guild, an organization of socixl 
workers, said it had become 
“smart” to talk of the depression 
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as if it were over, and that more 
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py 


and more of such talk would be 
heard in the approaching election 
campaign.

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os of Roosevelt’s Jackson Day Speech 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9. 
+ p> ai ia is the text of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's speech at the 
Jackson dinner here last night: 

Mr. Chairman, my friends: 

This meeting tonight, in the City 
of Washington, is one of many 
hundreds being held throughout our 
48 states and territorial possessions 
and even on board ships at sea, in 
honor of the memory of a great 
General and President, Andrew 
Jackson. To all of you I extend my 
most sincere and hearty greetings. 

I am happy to stand here tonight 
and declare to you that the real 
issue before the United States is the 
right of the average man and wom- 
an to lead a finer, a better and 
happier life. That was the game 
issue, more than 100 years ago, that 
confronted Andrew Jackson. 

I speak tonight to this Demo- 
cratic meeting in the same lan- 
guage as if I were addressing a Re- 
publican gathering, a Progressive 
gathering, an independent gather- 
ing, a gathering of business men or 
a gathering of workers or of farm- 
ers. There is nothing that I say 
here tonight that does not apply to 
every citizen in the country no mat- 
ter what his or her political af- 
filiations may be. 

Party Organizations Useful. 

It is true that we Americans have 
found party organizations to be use- 
ful, if not necessary, in the crystal- 
ization of opinion and in the de- 
marcation of issues. It is true that 
I have received many honors at the 
hands of one of our great parties. 
It is nevertheless true that in the 
grave questions that confront the 
United States today I, as President 
of the United States, must and wil! 
consider our common problems 
first, foremost and preeminently 
from the American point of view. 

To most of us Andrew Jackson 
appropriately has become the sym- 
hol of certain great ideals. I like 
best to think of him as a man whom 
the average American deeply and 
fundamentally understood. To the 
masses of his countrymen his pur- 
poses and his character were an 
open book. They loved him well 
because they understood him well— 
his passion for justice, his cham- 
pionship of the cause of the exploit- 
ed and the downtrodden, his ardent 
and flaming patriotism. 

Jackson sought social justice and 
fought for human rights in his 
many battles to protect the people 
against autocratic or oligarchic ag- 
gression. 

If at times his passionate devo- 
tion to this cause of the average 
citizen lent an amazing zeal to his 
thoughts, his speech and his actions, 
the people loved him for it the more. 
They realized the intensity of the 
attacks by his enemies, by those 
who, thrust from power and posi- 
tion, pursued him with relentless 
hatred. The beneficiaries of the 
abuses to which he put an end pur- 
sued him with all the violence that 
political passions can generate. But 
the people of his day were not de- 
ceived. They loved him for the 
enemies he had made. 

“Musty Reaction Disapproved.” 

Backed not only by his party but 
by thousands who had belonged to 
other parties or belonged to no par- 
ty at all, Andrew Jackson was com- 
pelled to fight every inch for the 
ideals and policies of the democratic 
republic in which he believed. An 
overwhelming proportion of the ma- 
terial power of the country was 
arrayed against him. The great me- 
dia for the dissemination of infor- 
mation and the moulding of public 
opinion fought him. Haughty and 
sterile intellectualism opposed him. 
Musty reaction disapproved him. 
Hollow and outworn traditionalism 
shook a trembling finger at him. It 
seemed that sometimes all were 
against him—all but the people of 
the United States. 

Because history so often repeats 


itself, let me analyze further. An- 
drew Jackson stands out as a great 
American, not merely because he 
was two-fisted and fought for the 
people’s rights but because, through 
his career, he did as much as any 
man in our history to increase, on 
the part of the voters, knowledge 
of public problems and interest in 
their solution. Following the fun- 
damentals of Jefferson he adhered 
to the broad philosophy that deci- 
sions made by the average of the 
voters would be more greatly en- 
during for, and helpful: to, the na- 
tion than decisions made by small 
segments of the electorate repre- 
senting small or special classes en- 
dowed with great advantages of so- 
cial or economic power. 

He, like Jefferson, faced with the 
grave difficulty of disseminating 
facts to the electorate as a whole, 
was compelled to combat epithets, 
generalities, misrepresentation and 
the suppression of facts by the 
process of asking his supporters, 
and indeed all citizens, to constitute 
themselves into informal commit- 
tees for the purpose of obtaining 
the facts and of spreading them 
abroad among their friends, their 
associates and their fellow-workers. 


People Believed in Jackson. 


I am aware that some wise-crack- 
ing columnist will probably say that 
good old Jackson no doubt realized 
that every red-blooded American 
citizen considered himself a com- 
mittee of one anyway. Neverthe- 
less, Jackson got his ideas and his 
ideals across, not through any lux- 
urious propaganda but because the 
man on the street and the man on 
the farm believed in his ideas, his 
ideals and his honesty, went out 
and dug up the facts and spread 
them abroad throughout the land. 

History repeats—I am becoming 
dimly conscious of the fact that 
this year we are to have a national 
election. Sometimes at the close of 
a day I say to myself that the last 
national election must have been 
held a dozen years ago—so much 
water has run under the bridge, 
so many great events in our history 
have occurred since then. And yet 
34 months, less than three years, 
have gone by since March, 1933. 
History repeats—in these crowded 
months, as in the days of Jackson, 
two great achievements stand forth 
—the rebirth of the interest and un- 
derstanding of a great citizenry in 
the problems of the nation and an 
established government’ which by 
positive action has proved its devo- 
tion to the recovery and well-being 
of that citizenry. 

Whatever may be the platform, 
whoever may be the nominee of the 
Democratic party—and I am told 
that a convention is to be held to 
decide these momentous questions— 
the basic issue will be the retention 
of popular government—an issue 
fraught once more with the diffi- 
cult problem of disseminating facts 
and yet more facts, in the face of 
an opposition bent on hiding and 
distorting facts. 

That is why organization, not 
party organization alone—important 
as that is—but an organization 
among all those, regardless of par- 
ty, who believe in retaining progress 
and ideals, is so essential. 


Asks Listeners to Help. 


That is why, in addition to or- 
genization, I make this specific re- 
commendation—that each and every 
one of you who are interested in ob- 
taining the facts and in spreading 
those facts abroad, each and every 
cne of you interested in gettting at 
fhe truth that lies somewhere be- 
hind the smokescreen of charges 
and countercharges of a nationa! 
campaign, constitute yourself a 
committee of one. To do this you 
need no parchment certificate, tc 
do this you need no title. To do this 
you need only your own conviction, 


your own intelligence and your own

belief in the highest duty of the 
American citizen. 

To act as such a committee of 
one you will need only your own 
appointment, an appointment which 
carries with it some effort, some 
obligation on your part to carry out 
the task you have assigned to your- 
self. You will have to run down 
statements made to you by others 
which you may believe to be false. 
You will need to analyze the mo 
tives of those who make assertions 
to you, to make an inventory in 
your own community, in order that 
you may check and re-check for 
yourself and thereby be in a posi- 
tion to answer those who have been 
misled or those who would mislead. 

After my annual message to the 
Congress last Friday evening, I re- 
ceived many appreciative letters 
and telegrams from all over the 
country and I think it will interest 
you to know that within a few 
hours I received more of these than 
at any time since the critical days 
of the spring of 1933. I have care- 
fully read those letters and tele- 
grams and found two facts which 
are worthy of repeating to you to- 
night. The first is that a very large 
number were sent to me by fam- 
ilies who evidently heard my mes- 
sage while grouped together in the 
family home. “My wife and I want 
you to know how much we ap- 
preciate” et cetra—or “the Jones 
family, gathered tonight with our 
friends, sends you this message of 
confidence.” In other words, as 
greatly and perhaps. even more 
greatly than on any other occasion 
since I have been in the White 
House, I have the definite feeling 
that what I have said about the 
great problems that face us as a 
nation received a responsive, an ap- 
preciative and an understanding 
answer in the homes of America. 
This means a lot to me. 


Many Letters From Business Men. 


The other interesting fact about 
these letters and telegrams is the 
very great number of them that 
come from business men, _ store 
keepers, bankers and manufactur- 
ers. The gist of their messages to 
me is that they appreciate and are 
grateful for my statement that it 
is but a minority in business and 
finance that would “gang up” 
against the people’s liberties. I re- 
iterate that assertion tonight. By 
far the greater part of the business 
men, industrialists and other em- 
ployers of the nation seek no special 
advantage; they seek only an equal 
opportunity to share in the benefits 
and the obligations of government. 
I am naturally grateful for this 
support and for the understanding 
on their part that the Government 
of the Unitefi States seeks to give 
them a square deal and a better 
deal—seeks to protect them and to 
save them from being plowed un- 
der by the small minority of busi- 
ness men and financiers, against 
whom I shall continue to wage war. 

We can be thankful that people 
in all walks of life realize more and 
more that the Government is a liv- 
ing force in their lives. They under- 
stand that the value of their Gov- 
ernment depends on the interest 
which they display in it and the 
knowledge they have of its policies. 

A Government can be no better 
than the public opinion that sus- 
tains it. 

Touches on Supreme Court. 

I know you will not be surprised 
by lack of comment on my part 
tonight on the decision by the Su- 
preme Court two days ago. I can- 
not render offhand judgment with- 
out studying, with the utmost care, 
two of the most momentous opin- 
ions—the majority opinion and the 
minority opinion—ever rendered in 
a case before the Supreme Court of 
the United States. The ultimate re- 
sults of the language of these 
opinions will profoundly affect the 
lives of Americans for years to 
come. It is enough to say that the 
attainment of justice and continu- 
ance of prosperity for American ag- 
riculture remains an immediate and 
constant objective of my adminis- 
tration. 

Just as Jackson roused the peo- 
ple to their fundamental duties as 
citizenry, so must the leadership of 


}/this era do its utmost to encourage 


and sustain widespread interest in 
public affairs. There was some- 
thing of the eternal youth in the 
spirit of Jackson. The destiny of 
youth becomes the destiny of Amer- 
ica. 

Tasks immediately before us are 
as arduous as the conquest of the 
frontier a hundred years ago. The 
nation is still young, still growing, 
still conscious of its high destiny. 
Enthusiasm and the intelligence of 
the youth of the land are necessary 
to the fulfillment of that destiny. 


As I understand the temper of 
the people, particularly the temper 
of youth, no party of reaction, no 
ean fulfill 
the hope and faith of that spirit. 
It is the sacred duty of us who are 
vested with the responsibility of 
leadership to justify the expecta- 
tions of the young men and women 
of America. 


We are at peace with the world; 
but the fight goes on. Our fron- 
tiers of today are economic, not geo- 
graphic. Our enemies are the forces 
of privilege and greed within our 
own borders. 

May a double portion of Old Hick- 
ory’s spirit be upon us tonight. May 
we be inspired by the power and 
glory and the justice of his 
rugged and fearless life. 

The people of America know the 
heart and the purpose of their 
Government. 

We will not retreat.

Do- 
mestic allotments, export deben- 
tures, appropriations to states on 
condtiions that they establish their 
own adjustment programs; appro- 
priations for a iand-leasing pro- 
gram; conditional appropriations to 
individual farmers. 

The Agricultural Department in-

MURDER CASE AGAINST 
JOCKEY DISMISSED 


Indictment of Willie Saunders 
Dropped After Companion 
Is Freed at Louisville. 


By the Associated Press. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan, 9.—The 
indictment charging Willie 
(Smokey) Saunders, jockey, who 
won the 1935 Kentucky Derby, 
with being an accessory to mur- 
der in the death of Mrs. Evelyn 
Sliwinski, was dismissed here to- 
day in Criminal Court. 

Dismissal followed the acquittal 
last night of Walter Schaeffer of 
Chicago Heights, Ill, racetrack ex- 
ercise boy, of murder of the young 
woman, who was found crushed to 
death on the Upper Ohio River 
road near here last October. Com- 
monwealth’s Attorney Merit O’Neal, 
in moving for dismissal, explained 
that, under Kentucky law, it was 
impossible to convict an accessory 
when the principal has been ac- 
quitted. 

A jury acquitted Schaeffer after 
an hour and 48 minutes’ delibera- 
tion last night. 

Schaeffer was accused of killing 
the woman by driving Saunders’ 
automobile over her body. Schaef- 
fer and Saunders, who rode Omaha 
to victory in the 1935 Kentucky 
Derby, had picked up Mrs. Siiwin- 
ski and Mrs. Agatha Defelice Mack- 
ison at the party. Mrs. Mackison, 
on the stand, accused Saunders of 
having attacked Mrs. Sliwinski dur- 
ing the ride. 

Beckham Overstreet, special pros- 
ecutor, denounced the defense for 
“having attempted to lay the crime 
on that fine young man from Louis- 
ville, Philip H. Scholtz.” Scholtz, 
19 years old, is the son of the pres- 
ident of the local waterworks com- 
pany. 

A defense witness, Raymond 
Marillia, had testified Sholtz had 
told him his car had struck Mrs. 
Sliwinski as she lay in the road. 
Scholtz, who found the body and 
reported to police, denied this. He 
said he stopped his car in time to 
avoid striking the body. 

Schaeffer, taking the stand in his 
own defense, denied running over 
the woman. Asked whether Saun- 
ders had attacked Mrs. Sliwinski, 
he replied he “didn’t know.” 

The prosecution theory was that 
Mrs. Sliwipski, assaulted, had left 
the car that it was then that 
Schaeffer, who was driving, delib- 
erately ran her down. 

Schaeffer said Mrs. Sliwinski 
walked to the back of the car after 
getting out, and that he drove 
away. After turning around to 
return to Louisville, Schaeffer said, 
he swerved the car to avoid strik- 
ing her. 

Saunders’ story was that he could 
not remember very well just. what 
happened. He said that after the 
woman got out, they drove on, but 
later turned back to find her. On 
the back trail, he said, the car 
bumped something in the road. 

The woman’s body, found on the 
road the next morning, lay uniden- 
tified in a morgue for hours, Saun- 
ders and Schaeffer having driven

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STUDENTS STUDYING EFFECT 
OF LOSS OF SLEEP ON RATS 


Washington U. Men Have Compli- 
cated Water Maze to Test Ro- 
dents’ Mentality. 


senior pre-medical students in a 
psychology course at Washington 
University, are staying awake 
nights jiggling rats to determine 
what effect, if any, loss of sleep 
has on their mentality. They are 
passing up the opportunity_to test 
the effect of sleeplessness on them- 
selves as they are working in shifts. 

When the rodents have been kept 
up and on the go for a sufficient 
number of hours, usually about 24, 
they are put into a complicated 
water maze, which has a comfort- 
ably heated box as goal. The 
passages of the maze contain 
enough water to make swimming 
necessary and most of them are 
blind alleys for the purpose of con- 
fusing the animals, but there is 
one true course that leads to the 
goal. If a rat has its wits about it, 
it will find the true course quickly 
and get to the warm box. 

So far, the students say, their 
efforts to annoy the rats suffi- 
ciently to keep them awake have 
been successful. Results. of the 
test, they say, are, as yet, incon- 
clusive, although several of the 
rats have seemed even sharper 
than rats that have had their cus- 
tomary amount of slumber.

CHICAGO, Jan. 9.—The big Wrig- 


ley bankroll, once the pride and 
joy of the winter ivory marts, 


caliged a great celebration at Mount 
Ida, Ark., and all other winter head- 
quarters of the Chicago Cub cham- 
pions today. 

Instead of being used to buy a 
player at five or six figures, the 
famous bank roll was being peeled 
to give every one of the 23 Cubs a 
pay boost for 1936. 

Elated over the proof of his base- 
ball theory that rewards to hustling 
players are more important to a 
team’s success than the purchase 
of a star a year, Owner Phil K. 
Wrigley announced last night that 
all his players would receive a raise 
in salary next season, Except to 
say that no player would be disap- 
pointed, the youthful Cub owner re- 
fused to discuss the range of wage 
increases. 

Owner Wrigley® action probably 
marks the first time in major league 
baseball history that a whole club 
from manager down to the lowest 
paid regular received a pay boost 
at one time. Col, Jake Ruppert of 
the Yankees and the late Frank J. 
Navin of Detroit have been liberal 
but neither went as far as Wrigley 
has gone. 

Owner Wrigley’s Policy. 

When young Wrigley took control 
of the Cubs after his father’s death, 
he warned his assistants he was 
against spending big money for ball 
players as his father had done. 

“Get young players, develop them, 
reward them liberally as they im- 
prove,” he said. “Such a system 
will do far more good and bring 
far greater success than to go out 
on the market with $100,000 and 
buy an established star.” 

He weakened in the fall of 1933, 
buying outfielder Chuck Klein from 
the Phillies for approximately $75,- 
000, but he did so probably in defer- 
ence to the memory of his father, 
who sought Klein’s services 
years. As it developed, Klein has 
been of little use to the Cubs, who 
offered him back to the Phils last 

. December for Pitcher Curt Davis— 
and were turned down -because the 
Phils wanted cash to boot. 

Lonnie Warneke, pitching star 
who won the two Cub victories in 
the world series last fall, was ex- 
pected to be the chief beneficiary 
of the wholesale wage _ increase. 
Catchel Leo (Gabby) Hartnett, Out- 
fielders Augie Galan and Frank 
Demaree and Pitcher Bill Lee also 
were known to be in line for excep- 
tional good news. Under Wrigley’s 
bonus system, whereby a player’s 
salary is raised month by month or 
lowered to the contract figures in 
accordance with his play during 
that period, Galan was reported to 
have received and kept four salary 
boosts during the 1935 season.

I always did 
have a strong arm, and happened 
to be lucky, so I managed to play 
a creditable game, 

“It was in my early days as a 
third baseman I learned the best 
way to nip a speedy runner on a 
bunt was to field the ball with my 
bare hand and throw to first base 
underhand while still on the dead 
run. That was not an easy play, 
so I arranged with a couple of 
other players to run out to the 
park with me every morning for 
at least two hours of practice EV- 
ERY DAY FOR A COUPLE OF 
YEARS,” 

No wonder Jimmy “managed to 
play a creditable game.” And he 
certainly was lucky—to have the 
ambition and the determination 
and the good sense that made it 
possible for him to develop into 
the third baseman now widely re- 
garded as the greatest the game 
ever knew. 

How happy Frankie Frisch and 
Rogers Hornsby would be to find 
an occasional player with that 
spirit! Frisch often has talked 
about it. John McGraw saw to it 
that Frank, a green graduate 
from the college campus, took 
that extra daily work that en- 
abled him to develop into one of 
the game’s great second basemen.

**y DIDN’T have much more 
than speed and the old 
college spirit when I joined the 
Giants,” Frisch once told the 
writer.

I’d give them a battle, but 
I never knew where they were 
going to hit me, In my early days 
in the Giant infield I was just . 
mass of bruises, black and blue 
spots all over my legs, arms and 
body where I fielded grounders. 

“McGraw was a tough task mas- 
ter, but a wise one. He would see 
to it that I was an hour ahead of 
the othér players at the ball park 
in the training period and he’d 
work me till the others were 
ready and keep me perhaps an 
hour after all the others had fin- 
ished. He hit grounders at me or 
had somebody else hit them until 
I thought I was going to fall over 
from exhaustion.

“I’ve suggested time and again 
to players on my squad that they 
could improve themselves in cer- 
tain phases of the game and that 
if they did, they would be much 
more valuable to the team and 
therefore would command larger 
salaries. But they just laugh at 
you. They’re satisfied. They’re 
in the big league and that’s the 
end of it as far as work is con- 
cerned. They think they’re tops. 
They don’t need to be any better!

They couldn’t be any better! 
Say, if I couldn’t slide any better 
than some of the boneheads on 
this and other big-league clubs 
—regulars I mean—I’d get up at 
the crack of dawn and dig me a 
sliding pit. And I’d get some 
good baserunner to stay with me 
until I had learned the trick uf 
sliding every possible way. Being 
able to slide on one side isnt 
enough.

The men who stopped him were 
Isidoro Gastanaga in one _ round, 
King. Levinsky in one round and 
Hank Hankinson in two rounds, 
And Louis stopped Levinsky in a 
little more than two minutes, so 
Retzlaff’s cause against the Bomb- 
er doesn’t appear rosy. 

At the same time he has a long 
string of knockouts to his credit 
and at least one prominent heavy- 
weight can blame Retzlaff for blast- 
ing him out of the title picture. He 
is Art Lasky, stopped twice by 
Charley when Lasky appeared to be 
on the road to fame and fortune, 

Discovered by Jack Hurley. 

Jack Hurley, former manager of 
Billy Petrolle, the Fargo Express, 
brought out Retzlaff in 1929. Jack 
discovered him working as a me- 
chanic in an automobile shop and 
found him anxious fer a boxing ca- 
reer. It was at the time Primo Car- 
nera was making such a noise and 
Hurley was interested in managing 
a heavyweight, as Petrolle at that 
time was in the first of his retire- 
ments. 

Hurley liked the way Retzlaff re- 
sponded in his amateur bouts. He 
was green, easy to hit, but he could 
take it. Also dish it out. He was 
floored several times, but Hurley 
liked the way he came up fighting, 
so he consented to handle him. 

It was shortly after that Hurley 
began his short promotional ven- 
ture in St. Louis, and he had Retz- 
laff come here so he could keep an 
eye on his training. 

Charley began his professional 
career in great style. He bowled 
over 20 ordinary heavyweights with 
knockouts in from one to _ three 
rounds in 1929-30. They fed him 
tougher competition the following 
ar. 

The fight world began to sit up 
and take notice when Charley 
kayoed a dozen opponents in that 
year, including Tom Heeney, Jack 
Gagnon, George Neron, Ralph Fi- 
cucello, Mateo Osa, Ricardo Ber- 
tazola and Emmet Rocco.

GERMANS WANT 
FOREIGN MONEY 
FOR TICKETS T0 
OLYMPIC GAMES 


By the Associated Press, 

BERLIN, Jan. 9.—Many foreign- 
ers residing in Germany were un- 
able to purchase Olympic tickets 
today except with foreign money. 

A typical example was one where 
German money was refused, and 
Brazilian accepted, from a young 
South American who wanted to buy 
tickets. 

This action is caused by a de- 
sire to increase the Reich’s scant 
store of foreign exchange, and is 
tantamount to an increase in ex- 
ports. 

Gain for Government. 

Because thousands will come here 
for the winter Olympics beginning 
Feb. 6 and for the games in August, 
the German Government stands tu 
gain considerable foreign exchange 
without running a chance of un- 
balancing its own foreign trade fig- 
ures, and thereby to ease one of 
its most pressing problems. 

Officials moved for further con- 
trol of Olympic arrangements today 
by banning the formation of new 
travel bureaus until Sept. 30, 1936, 
This decision was taken by Dr, 
Hjalmar Schacht, Minister of Eco- 
nomics, with Dr. Paul Joseph Goeb- 
bels, Minister of Propaganda, and 
others. 

In other ways, too, Nazi Germany 
will benefit from the crowds ‘that 
will bring in money and take away 
memories of a whole nation in its 
best clothes and with its best foot 
forward. 

To make the most of the oppor. 
tunity for propaganda, thus offered, 
Goebbels has lent one of his lead- 
ers, Wilfrid Bade, chief of the for- 
eign section, to the German Olym- 
pic Committee to advise it. 

In several apparently minor ways, 
like stamp issues and the sale of 
souvenirs, several governmental de- 
partments will be in a position to 
make money. 

Souvenir Models. 

The municipal porcelain works 
is making small models of the 
Olympic bell for sale as souvenirs; 
the German Olyrnmpic Organizing 
Committee will sponsor Olympic 
pins and their sale will help defray 
expenses of the games; stamps with 
surcharges, bearing pictures of ath- 
letes, have been issued by the Pos 
tal Department. 

The Olympic village in Doeberits 
is a Government venture, for it 
later will become an army camp; 
various buildings and stadia are 
being put up by the Government; 
Reichswehr officers will run the 
Olympic village; Hitler youths will 
be messengers there; cooks are 
being trained at a Reich’s cooking 
school,

STATE CONTROL 
FUTILE IN CASE 


Federal Trade Commission 
Finds Such Regulation of 
Natural Fuel Is ‘‘Virtual- 
ly Impossible.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9. — State 
regulation of the natural gas indus- 
try is virtually impossible, the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission declared in 
a report sent to Congress yesterday, 
based upon an investigation of the 
large companies that dominate this 
utility field. 

With the final instalment, to be 
issued Friday, containing the rec- 
ommendations and conclusions of 
the commission on the gas indus- 
try, the commission’s seven-year in- 
vestigation into the utilities will ve 
concluded. The investigation has 
covered every phase of utility oper- 
ation from the insertion of propa- 
ganda in school textbooks to the 
formation of vast holding com- 


panies. 
Mostly Unregulated. 


“Where interstate commerce is ‘n- 
volved,” the report states, “the pro- 
duction and assembling company, 
if regulated at all, would have to be 
regulated by a different state than 
the one regulating utility rates. 
Such companies generally are noi 
regulated. The interstate transmis 
sion company likewise is not stb- 
ject to regulation, as the states 
have no authority over it and the 
Federal Government has never as- 
sumed authority. 

“The local utility or distributing 
company is subject to state or loral 
regulation, often by a state far dis- 
tant from the state in which the 
gas is produced. 


“From the commission's investiga- 
tion it is clear that the controlling 
interests have often taken advan. 
tage of the absence of state author- 
ity to regulate interstate commerce 
and have made prices for gas deli+- 
ered to local distribution companies 
that resulted in high rates of profit 
to the pipe-line companies, but im- 
posed a burden upon operating com- 
panies so that the latter, possiblv 
subjected to quite rigid regulation, 
have often showed very small prof- 
its, and in some cases heavy losses.” 

State Rate Control Blocked. 

The U. S. Supreme Court on Mon- 
day denied the Missouri Public Ser- 
vice Commission the right to regu- 
late rates on gas brought into Mis- 
souri by the Cities Service Co. from 
Texas, Kansas and Oklahoma, 

The report also. stresses. the 
methods by which the big com- 
panies “eliminate’ or “avoid” com- 
petition in the natural gas field. One 
method of “eliminating” the con- 
struction of competing pipe lines 
to the same market, the _ report 
points out, is by the formation of a 
joint enterprise. This was done by 
Standard Oil of New Jerséy, the 
Insull Utility interests, Henry L. 
Doherty’s Cities Service Co., and the 
Texas Company in the Natural Gas 
Pipe Line Co. of America, accord- 
ing to the report. 

A section of the report is given 
to the development of natural gas 
-lines serving the St. Louis area. 
There, it is pointed out, lack of real 
competition and domination of the 
field by a few powerful companies 
has prevented the widespread use 
of natural gas. 

“Back of the evident hesitancy of 
the various natural gas interests to 
aid the City of St. Louis in forcing 
the introduction of natural gas,” the 
report states, “was apparently a 
mixture of (1) business uncertainty 
as to the ability or disposition of 
the city to guarantee ample busi- 
ness at remunerative rates, or of 
the area to offer ample field for 
all the capacities of supply which 
would result from one or more new 
entries; (2) a fear of direct un- 
profitable competition for the in- 
dustrial markets considered neces- 
sary to support rates low enough to 
be satisfactory to the city and pos- 
sibly reprisal competition else 
where; and (3) An indisposition to 
disturb existing policies of the 
powerful utility and other related 
interests already doing business in 
the area.” 

A similar domination by powerful 
utility interests exists in Philadel. 
phia, the report points out. Several 
witnesses from St. Louis, including 
city officials, testified during the 
course of extended hearings on the 


gas industry. 
Although it would appear, the re- 
port states, that the “apparent 


jockeying in providing natural gas 
was in part inspired by possibly re- 
prehensible collusions or threats of 
retaliation”—that is in _ possible 
violation of the anti-trust laws — 
a more important point of view ac- 
cording to the report, is that of 
conservation of natural resources. 
The report states that “effective 
governmental measures to bring 
about a balanced conservation of re- 
sources, both material and human. 
may afford a more economical solu- 
tion.” 

The present report covers 575 
printed pages and is another thick 
volume on the extensive shelf the

ROMAN BUILDING FOUND 
IN EXCAVATIONS AT TIBERIAS 


Relic of First or Second Century 
After Christ Had Been Used 
as a Pottery Kiln. 

JERUSALEM, Jan. 9.—(Palcor 
Agency.)—In ancient Tiberias, the 
greatest cultural center of Pales- 
tine after the destruction of Jeru- 
salem, a Roman building of that 
period was discovered by Dr. 
Elenazar Sukenik, professor of 
archeology at the Hevrew Univer- 
sity of Jerusalem. 

The expedition which Dr. Suke- 
nik heads uncovered a relic of Ro- 
man rule, dating back to the first 
or second century after Christ. The 
building is round and made of 
basalt, well built and modeled. Aft- 
er the Arab conquest of Palestine 
in the seventh century, the build- 
ing was used as a pottery kiln. Dr. 
Sukenik thinks it was originally 
a monument at a crossroads. 


GERMAN WAR SCHOOL OPENED 


‘New Academy at Potsdam Has 22 
Buildings. 

POTSDAM, Germany, Jan. 9.— 
Germany’s largest war academy, 
comprising 22 buildings, was opened 
today with ceremonies in which 
speakers praised Germany’s war 
traditions. 

Col, Wetzel, commandant of the 
institution, repeated the inscription 
over the main building: “It is not 
necessary that I live, but that I per- 
form my duty.” Gen. Werner von 
Fritsch, chief of staff of the Ger- 
many Aymy, said in a speech that 
“not through words but through 
performances are Germany’s great- 
ness and soldierly virtues obtained.” 


COURT BARS U.S 
TAKING OF LAND 
FOR BIRD REFUGE 


Federal Judge Rules Gov- 
ernment Cannot Con- 
demn 3000 Acres in Holt 
County, Mo.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Jan. 9.—Unit- 
ed States District Judge Merrill E. 
Otis ruled yesterday that the Gov- 
ernment did not have a right to 
condemn private land to establish a 
bird refuge. He sustained a_ de- 
murrer of property owners against 
the condemnation of about 3000 
acres in Holt County, where a wa- 
terfowl sanctuary has been started. 

Judge Otis said a recent act of 
Congress authorized the Govern- 
ment to take private property by 
condemnation but only for certain, 
specified purposes among them re- 
forestation, prevention of forest 
fires, prevention of soil erosion and 
flood control. 

The Missouri Valley Drainage 
District and principal warrant hold- 
ers of the land presented the de- 
murrer, although when the Govern- 
ment filed its declaration of taking 
the land, no objections had been 
made. 

Some of the land has been occu- 
pied by the Government, which has 
entered into cuntracts with the 
owners. 

L. John Weber of St. Louis, a 
special assistant Attorney-General, 
said he thought the Government 
would not abandon the project, but 
would attempt to obtain the land 
by some other method. Congress 
might even be asked to pass legis- 
lation allowing the retaking of the 
land, he said. 

Hamp Rothwell and H. F. Wood- 
ward, special assistant Attorneys- 
General, also were here from St.

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CHANGE IN PUNCTUATION 
OF CONSTITUTION PROPOSED 


Two Oklahoma Congressmen Say 
It Would Make Less Likely Rul- 
ing Such as AAA Decision. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Repre- 
sentatives Jack Nichols and Phil 
Ferguson, Oklahoma Democrats, 
suggested in a statement today that 
punctuation of the Constitution be 
changed to make less likely such 
decisions as the Supreme Court in-

JAPAN DEMANDS.

In Private Meeting With 
British Tokio’s Delegates 
Insist Question Be Taken 
Up at Once. 


LONDON, Jan. 9.—The London 
naval conference unexpectedly post- 
poned its scheduled Friday session 
until Monday after the Japanese, 
in a private meeting with British 
delegates tonight, demanded that 
the question of fleet equality be 
taken up immediately. 

The Americans, the French and 
the Italians will be asked tomorrow 
to indicate whether they will agree 
to revert to a discussion of Japa- 
nese demands for parity on the 
high seas.

Democratic Officeholder Waxes Lyrical 
Over Grand Coulee Dam. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
WRITE to you as one Missourian to 
another—as a Democrat. I was born 
in Cooper County, raised in Moniteau 
County, came west in 1901 and, previous 
to becoming Postmaster, I ran the only 
Democratic newspaper in Spokane for 24 
years; still own it and am proud of it. 

My familiarity with the Grand Coulee 
Dam enables me to tell you that, in addi- 
tion to the $110,232 contract recently 
awarded to a St. Louis firm for 3,900,- 
000 feet of steel pipe, more than $55,500 
worth of materials and supplies has al- 
ready been bought from Missouri firms 
to use on this project. These amounts 
will be multiplied many times in your 
State before the work is completed. 

Neither you nor your readers, I venture 
to say, have given a serious thought to 
how Missouri is profiting from the Grand 
Coulee Dam, nor how it will contribute 
to your prosperity in the future. It is 
Roosevelt’s outstanding public works 
project, the largest job of its kind in the 
world and the greatest undertaking in 
the way of construction ever attempted 
by man. It’s worth knowing about. 

Now here’s the situation: Under Re- 
publican administrations, these com- 
mendable projects were getting nowhere; 
Republican administrations were deaf, 
dumb and blind to them. No sooner did 
this country go Democratic and Roose- 
velt become President than steps were 
taken to start their development. Then 
the holding companies and private pow- 
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them, prevent appropriations. They hope 
to stop the building of the dam by block- 
ing future appropriations. These inter- 
ests are arch-enemies, as you well know, 
to the Democratic administration. Their 
arguments against our projects are: 

1. No market for the power to be de- 
veloped—which is absolutely false. 2.

Settlement of arid 
lands by redemption is only done as bona 
fide settlers are available. There is ab- 
solutely no threat to agriculture from 
these projects. 

Please bear in mind both these projects 
are self-liquidating. Every dollar, with 
interest, will be returned to the Govern- 
ment over a period of years. They won't 
cost taxpayers of this country a_ thin 
dime! 

It means millions of dollars’ business 
in the future for Missourians. You can’t 
lose.

ETHIOPIA HELPS ITSELF. 

Word from Geneva is that a majority of League 
Council members are opposed to imposing an oi] em 
bargo against Italy, and that the plan has virtually 
been abandoned. This was the most effective method 
under discussion for carrying out the League’s 
avowed purpose of halting Italy’s aggression against 
Ethiopia. Oil is an essential of both military and 
domestic activity for Italy. Without it, Mussolini 
would speedily have been brought to terms. 

Oil sanctions would have assured success for the 
Ethiopians in their efforts to preserve their coun- 
try from conquest. The present arms, financial and 
economic sanctions being enforced against Italy by 
51 League nations are hampering that country con- 
siderably, and thus aiding Ethiopia. More impor- 
tant, however, than this help is the Ethiopians’ own 
resistance to Mussolini’s military machine, plus the 
advantage they have in the extraordinary geograph- 
ical character of the country. 

The “little rainy season” is beginning in Northern 
Ethiopia, and the Italians are still far from their 
goal. This rain perforce virtually halts their advance; 
the onset of the major rainy season will bring it to 
a dead stop. Italian activity in the last few weeks 
has been slight, outside of bombing raids on hos- 
pitals, and on some occasions the Ethfopjans have 
taken the offensive. Mussolini himself has spoken of 
“indispensable pauses,” but the pauses have now ex- 
tended to discussion of retirement to better strategic 
positions—a military euphemism for “retreat.” 

All told, the Italians have conquered some 30,000 
of Ethiopia’s total 350,000 square miles. The figure 
is deceptive in that the really difficult high coun- 
try is virtually untouched; the conquered region 
consists largely of outlying areas more favorable to 
military operations, from much of which Haile Se- 
lassie’s soldiers have retired with little resistance. 

From both Southern and Northern fronts, the dis- 
tance to Addis Ababa is about 400 miles—and 400 
rough, difficult, treacherous miles they are, impass- 
able to motorized war equipment without arduous 
road-building, subject to torrential rains that sweep 
away makeshift highways. Since Italy launched its 
invasion last Oct. 3, the dryer half of the dry season 
has passed, and the boast of “Addis Ababa in 30 
days” is far from fulfillment. 

An idea of what the Italian commanders are up 
against may be had on recalling the unavailing pur- 
suit of Sandino by American troops in Nicaragua, 
the fruitless chase after Villa in Mexico, the long, 
costly, dreary war in the Philippines before Agui- 
naldo was put down. Ethiopia’s geography is even 
better adapted to successful resistance and guerrilla 
warfare than the jungles of Nicaragua, the mountains 
of Mexico or the Philippine swamps. And Italy lacks 
both the treasure and the man power available to 
the Americans in those campaigns. 

Nor are geographical considerations the only 
points in Ethiopia’s favor. The Italian front has 
been over-extended, and the Ethiopians have taken 
the initiative for the time being, writes Capt. B. H. 
Liddell Hart, the British military expert, in the New 
York Times. Damaging Italian setbacks have been 
prevented only by use of aircraft. Without planes, 
he concludes, . 
one would not care to give much for the Ital- 
ian chances of resisting the progressive erosion 
of their widespread front, which is now in prog- 
ress, and of avoiding the collapse which ever 


lies in wait for those whose forces are strung 
out and whose nerves are strung up. 


Confirmation of this view comes from Major-Gen- 
eral Charles F. C. Fuller of England, who has just 
visited the Northern front in Ethiopia. He finds the 
Italians wholly on the defensive there, “completely 
bunkered,” with “not a chance of achieving their 
avowed objective, as things now stand.” 

Oil sanctions may be abandoned and major Pow- 
ers may try to sell out Ethiopia, but the aid of other 
nations, events are proving, is not Ethiopia’s chief 
resource. Fighting in defense of their country and 
aided by the caprice of nature which bestowed upon 
it high mountains and deep canyons, burning deserts 
and deluging rains, the Ethiopians are giving an ex- 
cellent account of themselves. 
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LEN SMALL COMES OUT. 

Citizens of Illinois must be wondering if they can 
believe their eyes. In 1928, they went to the polls 
and ousted Len Small from the Governor’s office, 
which he had so thoroughly discredited through two 
terms. In 1932; they saw him make another unsuc- 
cessful campaign, the Republican nomination..having 
gone to him because the opposition within the party 
was divided among a number of other aspirants. 
Undaunted by these two successive defeats—defeats 
which should have told him that the people of IIli- 
nois do not want him and his spoilsmanship in the 
Governor’s seat—Small, now in his seventy-fourth 
year, is again a candidate, 

Backed by the Kankakee County Republican Cen- 
tral Committee as “the best Governor Illinois ever 
had,” Small has announced that he is in the State 
primary race to be decided in April. Among the 17 
planks in his platform are immediate payment of the 
bonus and the enactment of “a tariff and other pro- 
tective farm measures,” matters which heretofore 
have been considered national rather than state prob- 
lems. The danger this year is the danger of four 
years ago. Already a half-dozen or more Republicans 
have announced for the nomination for Governor. If 
they all stay in the race, the morning after the pri- 
mary may show that Len Small has won another mi- 
nority nomination. The prospect is a concern first 
for the Republicans of Illinois and second for all 
Illinois voters, irrespective of party affiliation. 
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ROSY SETUP. 

Some of the details of the bonus bill as it emerged 
from the House Ways and Means Committee are hard 
on the sore lip. 

The committee struck out a provision that all in- 
terest paid on loans based on the bonus certificates 
be refunded to the veterans, It left in, however, a 
clause canceling all unpaid interest. 

In other words, the veteran who fulfilled his agree- 
ment and met his interest payments is being penal- 
ized in favor of the veteran who did not pay inter- 
est. Most of the veterans making loans are in the 
latter class. 

At a hearing before the House Ways and Means 
Committee in April, 1932, Gen. Hines, head of the 
Veterans’ Bureau, said that “the veterans have a)- 
ready concluded that you are going to forgive the 
interest, because there is not an effort being made 
to pay interest.” It seems they had the correct 
hunch. 

Under the bill, if a veteran does not want to cash 
his certificate, he can let it ride unti]) 1945. To in- 
duce him to do so, the bill offers him 3 per cent in- 


ready includes compound interest at 4 per cent until 
1945, this means a 7 per cent investment for 10 
years. Not bad. 

Even Mr. Patman, who has led the bonus fight for 
several years, could hardly have expected so rosy 
a setup as this—a rosy setup for all except the vet- 
eran so lacking in vision of future events as to have 


paid interest on his loan. 
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AS TO FULFILLING AAA CONTRACTS. 

In his first public utterance following the Su- 
preme .Court’s sweeping decision in the Hoosac Mills 
case, Mr. Roosevelt said the only conclusion he had 
thus far reached was to ask Congress for funds to 
satisfy existing AAA contracts. These contracts, 
providing for benefit payments to farmers in return 
for agreements to curtail crop reduction, call for the 
payment of some $283,000,000, which, but for the 
Hoosac Mills decision, would have come from the 
proceeds of processing taxes. 

We imagine even the bitterest critics of AAA would 
agree that the President’s position is sound, Farm- 
ers entered the ‘agreements in good faith and have 
rearranged their crop schedules accordingly. The 
Government has pledged its word to make the ben- 
efit payments and its honor is, therefore, bound up 
in the contracts. The fact that a tremendous sum of 
money is involved has no bearing upon the case, 
hard as it might seem to contemplate further in- 
roads upon an already depleted Treasury. 

At that; the payment may be beneficial to the coun- 
try at large. It will act as a cushion in the difficult 
interim between the sudden collapse of the AAA and 
the formulation of a new agricultural policy. With- 
out the assurance of fulfillment of AAA contracts, it 
is possible that farm prices would drop precipitous-

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GOT YOUR DRIVERS’ LICENSE? 

Although the issuance of city drivers’ licenses be- 
gan Dec. 9, a month ago, only 94,000 drivers, or fewer 
than 25 per cent of the estimated 400,000 drivers in 
St. Louis, have obtained permits so far. A remind- 
er for the procrastinators thus is in order. Drivers 
who have not made application accordingly are re- 
minded that by doing so at once they will: 

1. Avoid long waits in line and the delays attend- 
ant on the congestion expected when large crowds 
arrive just before the dead line, set for Jan. 15. 

2. Avoid possible fines of from $25 to $500 and 
Workhouse terms up to six months, the penalties for 
driving without a license. 

3. Protect themselves from reckless drivers by co- 
operating in the most promising method ever un- 
dertaken in St. Louis for keeping dangerous motor- 
ists off the streets. 
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A KANSAS COLUMNIST. 

A veteran newspaper columnist, Jay E. House, died 
a few days ago in Topeka, and a lot of people were 
sorry to hear it. For many years, Mr. House’s col- 
umn, “On Second Thought,” appeared in Philadelphia 
and New York papers, but for more years it enliv- 
ened Senator Arthur Capper’s Topeka Capital, first 
as the observations of Dodd Gaston, a nom de plume 
which was subsequently discarded, except when spe- 
cial occasion required its revival 

It was a swell column, The man seemingly never 
had a dull day. Certainly he got a world of fun 
out of life. That was what he professed to be here 
for. His endless round of conviviality was repor- 
torial, of course, but he told it so engagingly and 
persuasively as to give the impression he was just 
a merry idler. Among his long-ago New Year reso- 
lutions was a solemn pledge to his constituency to 
read one book a year, a pledge he confessedly never 
found time to keep. His finely baianced head was, 
of course, stuffed with the best of books, read and 
truly possessed. 

And he was always a Kansan. He went Hast in 
the flesh, but spiritually he never left Topeka. He 
will be remembered as the Kansan who told the 
truth about Kansas, and most happily about the 
State’s prohibition farce. Kansans have always had 
their liquor, and House knew it and said so, and 
cordially approved it, but the pretense that they 
didn’t was a deceit he never subscribed to. In fact, 
House never subscribed to any of the superior vir- 
tues. Reform was to him an obsolete word. He 
didn’t believe in it. He was the complete reaction- 
ary, paraded himself as Satan, wrote with the sim- 
plicity and candor of Montaigne, and will be missed 
in the day’s work. 
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DICKENS IN HOLLYWOOD. 

Charles Dickens, gone from his busy labors at 
Gad’s Hill these 66 years, has come back in Holly- 
wood as one of the film center’s most brilliant 
writers. With applause for his “David Copperfield” 
still echoing from 1935, his “Tale of Two Cities” 
makes a bid for new acclaim that cannot be refused. 

Hollywood has treated his “Tale of Two Cities” 
with respect. Hundreds of its minions went digging 
into the diaries of the French Revolution, copy- 
ing Gallic costumes and photographing English door- 
knobs, before ever a camera was turned on the 
West Coast. And when the turning came, the sttdio 
was jammed with English and American stage and 
screen stars. From Sidney Carton to the little 
seamstress, no part has been slighted. Let Will 
Shakespeare reject, if he will, the offers of the 
screen, They are Dickens’ fulfillment. 
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WHAT A MINOR CORRECTION IMPLIES. 

We made a minor correction in the excerpts from 
Senator Borah’s admirable article on the Supreme 
Court which were reprinted from the Redbook Maga- 
zine on this page yesterday. Where the Idaho Sen- 
ator spoke of the historic opinion of Chief Justice 
John Marshall in “Madison vs, Marbury,” we changed 
it to read “Marbury vs. Madison,” the proper style of 
the case. 

In itself, the change is rélatively unimportant; it 
is only because the phrasing of the title emphasizes 
the very point which Senator Borah was making 
that we call attention to it—the point, namely, that 
“the court is powerless to act until the citizen ap- 
proaches it and says: ‘I ask the court to protect 
my rights under the Constitution.’” Thus, it was 
not Madison against Marbury. It was William Mar- 
bury, who had been appointed a Justice of the Peace 
by the outgoing President, John Adams, suing James 
Madison, Secretary of State in the new administra- 
tion of Thomas Jefferson, to force delivery of the 
commission. 

From the outset, the Supreme Court has enter- 
tained only those causes which have come before 
it on the initiative of offended parties. The very

trality,” or anything else that is well- 

ordered, can be worked out in the atmos- 
phere of personal and partisan animosity 
provided by the second half of the Presi- 
dent’s speech last Friday nigh®. It is per. 
haps better, therefore, to reserve the dis- 
cussion of his foreign policy until some of 
the effects of his political speech have sub- 
sided. 

It was an extraordinary speech, consid- 
ering the occasion, the propagandist technic 
employed, not least because, though it was 
an unabashed stroke of partisan politics, it 
was, so at least it seemed to me, such very 
bad partisan politics. 

For Mr. Roosevelt chose to fight his po- 
litical battle on the ground selected by his 
enemies. Now even -the Ethiopians have 
known better than to let the Italians select 
the battlefield. But Mr. Roosevelt sallied 
forth to battle on the ground where he must 
defend the New Deal as a whole and in 
all its details. For a man supposed even by 
his opponents to be a great politician, it was 
astonishing to see him elect to fight on that 
line. For on it he is most vulnerable be- 
cause his supporters are most likely to be- 
come divided; his opponents are most for- 
midable because they can most easily unite.

The line he took was that his opponents 
must “propose to Congress the COMPLETE 
repeal” of the whole New Deal program. 
This leaves him defending the complete per- 
petuation of the whole program and its 
actual administration. It is to be all or 
nothing. Yet the whole strength of his po- 
sition lies in the fact that multitudes of 
voters like some of his measures and dis- 
like others, and if he is to win, it is pre- 
cisely these voters who have to be kept 
in his camp. 

This surely is the unmistakable lesson 
of the Literary Digest poll. Assuming that 
it represents a fair sample of the electo- 
rate, it shows that out of every 100 voters, 
about 40 are thick-and-thin. supporters of 
the New Deal. Granting that the Literary 
Digest poll, because of the way its ballots 
are distributed, is somewhat weighted in 


favor of those with middle incomes and a 


conservative disposition, it is still evident 
that in respect to the New Deal, looked at 
as an undiscriminated whole, more than 
40 per cent of the voters, though less than 
a majority, are its dependable supporters,

If I were a Democratic politician, I should 
consider that a very favorable result. For 
while the poll shows at least 40 absolute 
supporters, it by no means shows 60 irre- 
concilable opponents. Among those 60, 
some, between 10 and 20, one would sup- 
pose from past experience, are independent. 
They do not like the whole New Deal, but 
when they have to vote in November, the 
choice will not be between the New Deal 
and their private conceptions of a desirable 
alternative; the choice will be between Mr. 
Roosevelt and the Republican nominee. 

Suppose he were Mr. Hoover. Would al) 
60. vote for him? Or Mr. Borah? Would 
they all vote for him? Will they all vote 
for Gov. Landon, or Col. Knox, or Senator 
Vandenberg? Who knows? The Repub- 
licans wish they knew, and what keeps 
them awake at night is the realization that 
among the 60 now opposed to the New Deal 
there may be 10 or 15 who will say: “I do 
not like Roosevelt, but I'll be hanged if TI 
can vote for that other fellow.” 


If the battle is to be fought on the line 
that everyone not 100 per cent for the New 
Deal must be against it, the problem of 
the Republicans is infinitely easier. They 
have only to select a reputable candidate 
and then proceed to divide Mr. Roosevelt's 
support by assenting to the popular meas- 
ures and. promising to amend the ones that 
are not so popular. With Mr. Roosevelt out 
on the end of a limb and compelled to de 
fend everything, they have only to attack 
in detail those measures which in all their 
crudity it is impossible to defend.

They can thus make a most impressive 
appeal to the common sense of the people 
by taking the sinrple position that in this 
mass of legislation there is some good and 
some evil, but that unfortunately Mr. Roose- 
velt cannot or will not tell the difference, 
In a period of economic recovery, when the 
public is tired of excitement and in a mood 
to want reasonable and calm behavior in its 
Government, the Republicans would be very 
formidable if they convinced the country 
that they represented a movement to con- 
solidate the gains, to liquidate the mistakes 
and in general to bring back tranquillity 
after a period of intense anxiety. 

If, however, we are to judge by the active 
Republican spokesmen, men like Mr. Hoover 
and the Liberty Leaguers, they are as de 
termined to oppose everything as Mr. Roose- 
velt is to defend it. If these absolutists pre- 
vail in the Republican camp as they have 
in the Democratic, the election will be a 
contest to determine which side can make 
the most mistakes. Each will repel that 
middle group of independent voters who de- 
cide all elections,, and, it will only be a 
question of which repels them the least. 
For the Republicans can no more persuade 
these voters that everything since 1933 has 
been bad than Mr. Roosevelt can persuade 
them that everything has been good.

It is not, however, improbable that the 
campaign will take a very different shape 
than that which Mr. Roosevelt and Mr 


‘Hoover have for the moment united in try- 


ing to give it. We have still to hear from 
the practical politicians in both camps, and 
unless they have changed radically and un- 
expectedly, they will do what they always 
do in American politics: they will refuse to 
let the issue be sharply drawn. 

As practical men, unencumbered by pas 
sionate convictions, by any interest in the 
personal vindication of their leaders, or by 
fanatical resentments, they will exert prea 
Sure in both parties for a middle course 


_ because in the middle are the voters who 


will decide the outcome. 

The candidacy of Senator Borah is, for 
example, notice to the Republicans that 
they cannot turn over the conduct of their 
campaign to the Liberty League, and the 
behavior of men like Gov. Landon and Sen- 
ator Vandenberg indicates that they realize 
that, too. The same phenomenon is clearly 
visible in the Democratic party, where the 
seasoned politicians will certainly not ac- 
cept without resistance a campaign strategy 
that would drive Al Smith, Carter Glass, 
Newton Baker and all the powerful Demo- 
crats who think as they do into open and 
irreconcilable opposition. 

So, perhaps, while the campaign has been 
opened by the titular leaders, it is prob 
ably too early to feel sure that they have 


correctly defined the real issues.

“" North’s two club overcall is the 
sort of bid that not only invites but 
actually demands severe punish- 
ment. How could North possibly 
fail to see that a club bid on his 
part would be 99. per cent certain 
to evoke a spade bid by his part- 
ner? His hand, assuming the dia- 
mond bid to have been honest, is 
fitted to the play of only one suit, 
clubs, and even that would depend 
on some club strength in the South 
hand. I cannot point out too often, 
or too emphatically, that when a 
player has the opponents’ suit, he 
must be more than usually chary 
of overcalling. 

The two spade contract was, of 
eourse, slaughtered. West opened 
his singleton club; East won and 
returned a low club. South ruffed 
high and West over-ruffed with the 
queen. West now led the nine of 
hearts, which his partner won with 
the ace, and a heart return gave 
the defenders two more tricks. 

The declarer guessed the position 
of the diamond ace, playing the 
jack from dummy on West's next 
lead of that suit. East’s ace won 
and the club ace was led. Again 
deciarer ruffed high and again 
West over-ruffed. With only four 
spades, the J 6 4 3, left, declarer 
found himself in the dummy. He 
ruffed a diamond, and led the thir- 
teenth heart, which the opponents 
ruffed. The spade jack had to be 
conceded for the third trick on an 
eight trick contract. Incidentally, 
I might say that against good de- 
fense, declarer could not have made 
another trick by any line of play, 
such as discarding on the second 
club lead, for instance. The 900 
point penalty was entirely his part- 
ner’s fault.
